NORTHERN FORMOSA. 

What is this island, for the temporary. 
POsscasion of which the French Admiral is 
carrying fire anid sword among a quict and 
“unoffending people? Geoyraphienlly it oc- 
cupies vory much the. same position with 
Togard to China that ‘Madagascor.dods with 
Yegard to Africa. In shape and physical 
foctures the two islands aro markedly alike, 
the main. difference betyecn tho two, being 
that Madagoecar is four timed tho largest. 
In cach caso a range of mountains divides 
the island into nearly two equal parta 
from towards the north to tho south, and 
both -islands are poswesacd of minoral 
treasure of considerable though uncertain 
Yatue. In Formos the range forming the 
backbone of tho island popatates the two 
races which occupy tho soil. Tho western 
plains, facing the coast of China, aro peo- 
pled by the descendanta of tho conquering 
Chinas, who in 1682 possessod themselves 
of that portion of tho island, and by 50 
doing drove tha aboriginal population over 
the mountains into the foroats which 
extend down to the eastern shorcs. Theso 
forost aro ad impenetrable aos the inhabit. 
ants aro shy, savage, and cruel. No 
Obinaman,. except’ undor special circum: 
stances and with tho -conwent of tho 
natives, daro cross the boundary, that 
separates Chincso from savage territory ; 
ani no efforts which the Chinese havo 
hitherto mado have been auccodsful in 
drawing the Hormosans from their retreats, 
In the rocosses of those forests they nd- 
minister their own affairs under the dirce- 
tion of chieftains, one of whom presides 
over the destinies of oach tribe. Tn speech 
and appearance the tribo differ from each 
other as widely ns thoy do in manners 
aad Gastoms. Some of them huvo the 
charactoristics of thu. merest Bivages, “rey 
aro to all intente and purpores unclothed ; 
they live in huts of the rudest description, 
ed have neither’ a written language nor 

puting time. Others are 
thease that they woar 
live in dwellings 
9 comfort, and can 
litemture: - * 

o untameuble tri- 
intend to trouble 
y anxiona to 
interfere with the augar-producing districts 
which extend slong the southern half ‘of 
the western plaing, oxcept 0 far as to 
draw revenue from. them. It is on the 
northern portion that thoir oxpectations 
ara fixed ; and though it ia not improbable 
that, even if they: succeded in making them- 
selves masters of this end of the island, 
they will be disappointed with their prize, 
yet if the conl-mines in the neighbourhood 
‘of Keelung could bo properly worked they 
might be made to yield a vory profitahle 
output, This northern conl-producing ter- 
ritory is cut off from the rest of tho inland 
by tho. “Keelung River, which, rising near 
the port of thot name on tho castern coast, 
omptios itself into the harbour of Tamsni 

on tho western shore.” a 

To tho geologist and naturalist this dis- 
trizt is extremely interesting. The whole 
surface is highly volcanic. Towards the 
contra Mount Chowszon, an ve yol- 
cano, rises to aheight of 3,650 fock ; and at 
its base six scts of voleanio geysers shuot 
forth columns of water which, when Chuo- 
saon is active, reach an attitude of fifty fuet 
or more. Tho tomperature of the anlphn- 
rous outpourings from these springs is about 
450 degrees; and tho stcum thrown. off 
from thom is visible at a distanae of several 
miles. Besides’ these goysers hot springs 
abound, and » sulphurous taint is to ‘be ob- 
porved in many of the ordinary streams. 
‘Barthquakes aro frequertly visitors. ‘The 
occurrence of a3 many is threo or four 
shocks of considerable violoncu within a 
twelvemonth is by no means uncommon ; 
and though tho. tremors are more often 
harmless than destructive, the inhabitants 
aro constantiy haunted by tho. knowledye 
that at any moment their houses may be 
overthrown, ‘and all they possess deatroyed. 
Tn 1867 a catastrophe of this natura. wrought 
great havoc in Keelung and its, neighbour- 
hood... At the moment of the shock tho sea 
retreated from the harbour, leaving the an- 
chorage dry, and then immediately rushed 
back in two huge waves which swept 
everything before: them. Keelnng was 
cnearly destroyed, and the towns of Kim- 
paoli on the north and Patchin on tho wost 
were partially, wrecked ; Tumaui was ac- 
riously damaged, and any hundreds of 
people lost their lives, It was this shock 
which affected so great a change in the 
shape of the hill from which Keelung takes 
its. namo that it ceased to be called 
Koolung, or ‘Fowl Basket,’ and was re- 
christened Kwoi-lin,. or ‘Spectral Uni- 
corn’ (1) 

Apart from tho volcanic features’ of 
Northern Formosa, geologists may find 


abundant interest in the remarkable sand- : 


stone formation observable at Keelung, 
In some places,’ we quote from tho Oua- 
toms Trade Roport for 1881, ‘ the auriace
